Not so Master Albert Wohlt, aged i5, of 
Herrmah, Mo., son of Gustav Wohl, late 
of the steamer ‘‘Peerless,”” now master 
of the ship,“‘Henry Wohlt,’’. named after 
his father, who was the first to build and 
navigate a boat on the Gasconade River. 

Albert Wohlt, the new Tom Sawyer, is 
the second buy of a family of nine chil- 
dren. Familiar with river ways sitice his 
earliest recollection, as was Mark Twain's 
young hero, the boy regards his perilous 
voyage down the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers in the nature of an everyday occur- 
rence that must happen ‘to river men. 

“I wasn't frightened,’ he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reportcr. “I know how to handle 
@ boat all right. When we got on the 
barge we thought we could turn her to- 
wards the bank, but the ice was too thick 
and the stream was running too strong. 
When we found we could not make the 
land, we made up our minds to make the 
best of it. We lit a fire on deck and had a 
pretty good job keeping it up all night. 
Then we arranged to sleep by watches in 
regular river-pilot fashion. 

“I went below, but, gee I could not 
sleep. The ice pounding against the sides 
of the old craft was like thundér. We were 
scared she'd get stove in, so we thought 
we'd be safer on deck. But she didn't even 
spring a leak... We sat round. the fire and 
told each other yarns and sky-larked with 
the landaman. 

“Johnny Griffin ain't used to the river. 
We had more fun with him,—say, he was 
for jumping off and trying to swim ashore. 
We jollied ‘him that the boat was.sinking 
and that there was sharks and sea~-ser- 
pents. But we others diin’t care much 
only we was pretty hungry as it got later. 
I had two sandwiches. That's all we had 
along. 

“Way up at the mouth of the ‘Missouri 
river we passed flocks of ducks sitting on 
the ice. There was thousands of 'em—the 
water was black with’. em. I wished 
we had & rifle along. We'd a’ had fine 
sport and a good supper, too. Later on 
we struck a snag and we .tried to e 
fast, but the line slipped. off.
